half a mile away, receiving their letters in a few min- 
utes through a prompt messenger service. 








On Nov. 26th next, the Cape Town Industrial Ex- 
position will be opened and will continue until Febru- 
ary, 1905. The large number of applications for ex- 
hibition space have more than filled the first set of 
buildings and eight more buildings will be required to 
accommodate all who desire to exhibit. Between 400 
and 500 firms will have products on exhibition, and the 
promoters are deeply gratified at the exceptional in- 
terest shown by foreign manufacturers. The main 
feature of the exhibition will be devoted to industrial 
and agricultural interests. 








From Hardware and Metal, our able Canadian ex- 
change, we learn that trading stamps have been de- 
clared illegal in Toronto and other places where city 
councils have passed anti-trading stamp legislation. 
Not only was the Trading Stamp Co. forced to pay 
a fine but a retailer was also convicted of using pre- 
mium exchange coupons and likewise convicted. If 
trading stamps can thus easily and effectively be 
crushed in Toronto, there is no reason why they can- 
not be put out of business in every city in the United 
States where the retail interests are sufficiently well! 
organized to pass an anti-trading stamp ordinance 
through their city council or village board. 








Tue Wichita Price Current gives some good advice 
respecting the parcels post as follows: “We are satis- 
fied that the influence of the retail merchants is to-day 
responsible to a greater extent than any other body that 


the bill is nota law. But right here we would interject 
a word of caution: Do not feel too secure; this condi- 
tion may be only temporary. The friends of parcels 
post are going to do their utmost to bring about the 
passage of such a measure, consequently the retailer 
must resist with all his might. Do not fail to bring 
this matter before your congressmen, Keep up a 
steady correspondence on this question. Do it your- 
self; don’t think there are others doing this for you. 
It is up to the individual merchant; it strikes at the 
very existence and perpetuation of the retail business, 
therefore defend your own interests and make the 
strike in time. An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” 





DurRING the past few years, the use of oil as fuel has 
grown with gourd-like rapidity and is attaining its 
most important developments as a fuel on the railroad 
and steamship lines. It is said on good authority that 
the crude oil is a perfect substitute for coal where the 
requisite arrangements have been made for its con- 
sumption. There are a large number of locomotives 
on leading English railroads which can be converted 
into oil burners within an hour, and can use this fuel 
with great simplicity as the oil is separated in tanks 
and all the fireman has to do is to turn a tap to regulate 
the flow of the fuel through the nozzle which sprays 
it into the burners. 

It is, however, on the ocean that oil as fuel displays 
its good qualities to the best advantage. Weight for 
weight, it evaporates more steam than coal. It is bulk 
for bulk; it occupies less room, as a ton of coal will 
take up 45 square feet of space, whereas a ton of oil 
will only occupy 38 square feet of space. 

In heating power, it is estimated that a ton of oil is 
equal to about two tons of coal. The use of oil does 
away with poking and there are no ashes or dirt to be 
cleaned up. Moreover, it is easier to fill a ship’s tanks 
with oil than her bunkers with coal. Of course, how- 
ever, oil can only be universally adopted on steamers 
when arrangements are made so that it can be easily 
obtained at any port where ships now secure coal, 
and this it is believed by enthusiasts of this fuel is only 
a question of time. 








THE growing demand of the people of the United 
States for tropical and subtropical products is pointed 
out in the Annual Report of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics, just issued by the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. It shows that the total value of 
tropical and subtropical products brought into the Uni- 
ted States during the fiscal year 1904 amounted to 
$430,556,775, including those brought from the Ha- 
waiian Islands, Porto Rico, and the Philippines. In 
nearly all of the tropical and subtropical products the 
importations of the fiscal year 1904 are materially 
larger than in earlier years, while in quantity the in- 
crease is even greater than that in value, because of 
the declining prices of many of these articles. The 
total quantity of sugar, for example, brought into the 
United States in 1904 from the Tropics, including that 
brought from Porto Rico and the Hawaiian Islands, 
is 4,675,627,813 pounds, against 3,305,087,796 pounds

in 1900, 2,332,820,896 pounds in 1890, 1,829,286,030 
pounds in 1880, and 1,196,662,049 pounds in 1870. 
Coffee importations in 1904 amounted to 998,831,292 
pounds, against 787,991,911 pounds in 1900, 499,159,- 
120 pounds in 1890, and 235,256,574 pounds in 1870. 
Importations of raw silk in 1904 amounted to 16,722,- 
617 pounds, including all classes of unmanufactured 
silk under this title, against 11,259,310 pounds in 1900, 
5,934,300 pounds in 1890, 2,562,236 pounds in 1880, 
and 583,589 pounds in 1870. 








Cotton exports in the month of September, 1904, 
exceeded both in quantity and value those of any Sep- 
tember in any earlier year. The figures presented by 
the Department of Commerce and Labor through its 
Bureau of Statistics show the total quantity of cotton 
exported during the single month of September, 1904, 
as 410,940,894 pounds, valued at $43,742,325. These 
figures exceed those of any earlier September both as 
to the quantity and value of cotton exported. The 
next largest September exportation of cotton in earlier 
years was that of September, 1902, when the total 
was 347,596,100 pounds, valued at $29,930,815. In 
September of 1901, 1897, 1896 and 1890 the total 
number of pounds of cotton exported exceeded 200 
millions, but in the intermediate years the totals were 
in many cases very much less, so that the September, 
1904, exports of cotton may be considered as fully 








double the average September exports in earlier 
years.

& Co., the Detroit, Mich., hardware job- 
bers, in which he stated that no attention should be 
paid to anonymous communications. This point of 
view is a correct one when considered in a technical 
editorial sense and a technical editorial sense alone, as 
we believe that no publication is justified in printing a 
communication concerning whose authorship it has no 
inklings; but from the standpoint of a reader of a 
magazine article, this criticism is both unwarranted 
and inconsistent. This editorial on Mr. Freeman’s 
position was re-called to our attention by a letter re- 
ceived on Oct. roth last from a Chicago traveling man, 
signing himself “J. W.,” in which he took exception 
to a paragraph in Secretary Fernley’s recent article in 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN on the catalogue house ques- 
tion, in which he made the statement: “We have read 
with interest the articles appearing in the trade papers 
from time to time on this subject. We regret that these 
did not appear over the signature of the writer. The 
members of our committee would be pleased to answer 
communications which have an identity, but we have 
felt that articles that appear in trade papers without 
the signatures -of the writers should not be dignified 
with a reply over the signature of our committee.” 

In the first place we hope that we will be pardoned 
for hinting, that both Mr. Freeman and Mr. Fernley 
are a trifle inconsistent in this matter, but it does seem 
hard to reconcile their demand that all writers avail- 
ing themselves of trade press as a forum for the dis- 


cussion of trade questions should disclose their iden- 
tity to the entire commercial world with other views 
of their’s as they have played foremost parts in the 
grandest organization in point of wealth and prom- 
inence of its members in the hardware world, and the 
policy of this organization has been to steadfastly re- 
fuse all admission to the manufacturer from whom its 
members buy and the dealer to whom they sell their 
goods. These men talk with greater freedom in ex- 
ecutive than in open session, thus favoring what might 
be designated as “anonymity”’ in discussion as far as 
the outside world is concerned. Why favor a barred 
door when your own business is under discussion and 
signed letters when someone else is talking about their 
business interests ? 

It should be borne in mind that all men in the busi- 
ness world are not in the same position, and that some 
of the smaller fry do not feel justified in expressing 
themselves with the candor of some of the leaders. 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is extremely proud of the 
fact that it counts among its staunches friends a num- 
ber of traveling salesmen. When we were receiving a 
number of letters every week from dealers and manu- 
facturers generally over their signatures giving their 
views on the question of catalogue house competition, 
we wrote to several of these friends on the road solic- 
iting their views and these we have taken great pleas- 
ure in publishing—it being our honest belief that the 
average traveling man who sincerely considers ques- 
tions of such commercial magnitude as that of cata- 
logue house competition, is probably in a better posi- 
tion to judge of the question than either the average 
senior partner seated at his desk or the average re- 
tailer behind the counter of his store. 

In speaking of this question of anonymous commu- 
nications, we would point out an instance in this week’s 
issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. The reader will 
note replies from a number of manufacturers on the 
relative merits of kerosene and gasoline stoves. It 
will be noticed that all of the correspondents except 
one express their views over their signature, while the 
remaining communication is anonymous. 

An analysis of the letters will show a reason for 
this, as the firms who express their views over their sig- 
natures are in the main, concerns who manufacture 
oil stoves and’ do not manufacture gasolene stoves, 
while the one concern who prefers that we should 
withhold the use of their name is that of a manu- 
facturer of both gasolene and oil stoves who might 
prejudice his business if he should make a decisive 
declaration in favor of one or the other styles of cook- 
ing apparatus over his own signature. 

Quoting from our former editorial, we would say, 
“Trade is different from politics. The business man 
looks for results rather than for glory. He enters 
a trade association in order that results may be worked 
out for the common benefit of all rather than for self- 
glorification. Consequently, you generally find him 
working for an idea rather than pushing himself as 
the originator of an idea. Sometimes a business man 
prefers to work without drawing fire on himself as 
author of a scheme and sometimes he prefers to iden- 
tify himself with a trade movement on every possible 
occasion.”

| am convinced that business as conducted by de- 
partment stores and catalogue houses is largely in the 
nature of a bluff, and the reason that they make the 
headway they do is more or less due to the fact that 
retailers allow these bluffs to go through rather than 
investigating and calling them on every opportunity. 

Last Sunday I happened to look at the advertise- 
ment of one of the Chicago department stores in one 
of the Sunday dailies, and saw an attractive looking 
cut of an oil heater with a bail advertised at $2.25; 
being naturally somewhat curious to see what kind 
of oil heater a department store could sell at this price 
I strolled around there one afternoon and asked to see 
the oil heater which they were advertising at $2.25. 

The salesman in charge promptly brought out the 
heater, but said with a shrug of his shoulders, “Here 
is the heater as advertised, but I can’t recommend it; 
the sheet metal will buckle and the fount is liable to 
crack, besides the manufacturers have no reputation in 
the trade. Of course, you want to buy it, I can sell it 
to you, but if you are looking for an oil heater, in my 
opinion, the one you should buy is this one,” pointing 
to a second heater, “the price of which is $4.95. It 
contains all the latest improvements, is made of the 
very best material and is durable and is economical in 
the use of fuel; compare it with this other oil heater 
we have here, our highest priced line at $7.50, and you 
will see that as regards the construction, the size, etc., 
it is a better bargain at the price than the other one.” 

The same evening I took occasion to visit a retail 
hardware store, where I found the same heater this 
department store were advertising at $4.95 for $4.50, 
and the oil heater the department store was adver- 
tising at $7.50 was offered for sale for $5.00. In fact, 
it was only a slightly larger size of the $4.50 heater. 

This inside view into department store tactics shows 
that this department store used both their $2.25 cheap 
and worthless oil heater and their $7.50 oil heater 
quoted at about $2.00 more than it was worth nearly 
as stalking horses to effect sales of their $4.95 heater 
which was in fact offered the public for 45 cents more 
than certain retailers were offering the same piece of 
goods, 

The honest dealer in seiling these goods simply ex- 
plains the merits of the two different sizes of heaters 
but the department store with its elaborate bunco 
game imparts a fictitious value to one size of the heater 
in order to make the value of another one of their 
heaters stand out that much the more prominently by 
way of contrast.

PERSONALITIES are always objectionable to those 
outside the immediate sphere involved. It may ease 
John Jones to refer to Henry Smith as a superannu- 
ated hippopotamus, but neither you nor I am at all in- 
terested in the matter. In no place are personalities 
so objectionable as in advertising matter. This is sup- 
posed to appeal to the general public who look for de- 
scriptions and prices of goods and are not at all in- 
terested in manufacturers’ dirty linen. I picked up a 
copy of an Akron, O., paper the other day and noted 
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a large advertisement of a concern we will call the 
20th Century Furnace Co., which was as ludicrous an 
exhibition of advertising arrogance and picayunish 
personality as 1 have witnessed for a long time. This 
advertisement starts out with a headline, “Is a monkey 
a man?” and continues as follows: ‘Some of the bur- 
lesque imitators would try and make you believe so; 
good goods are always being imitated by parties who 
have no invented genius of their own, and like the 
monkey are quick to imitate but never to equal or 
excel.” One would suppose from this splenetic out- 
burst that the 20th Century Furnace Co. were the 
world’s original warm air dispensers and that the 2oth 
Century furnaces had been unearthed in the prehistoric 
villages of the Zuni Indians. As a matter of fact,.! 
dreamt the other night that this concern not only 
cannot pose as the prehistoric furnace makers, but 
that whatever they know of the furnace business was 
learned in Akron from June & Flybeggar, or some 
name like that. 

Moreover, even the fire pot—the pre-Adamite fire 
pot, which this firm talk as if they designed years be- 
is not one which 





fore even fire itself was discovered 
sprung in all its completeness from their brains, like 
Minerva from the head of Jove, but was designed by 
other people who are suing still other people for in- 
fringements long prior to the time the “2oth Century”’ 
came in. 

There is a reason for all things, and the volume of 
vitriolic vulgarity which fairly oozes out of this al- 
leged advertisement is probably due to the fact that a 
certain wise man who has been engaged some eight or 
nine months in the manufacture of furnaces in 
Akron has already sold 400 furnaces this year and ex- 
pects to swell the total over the 600 mark before 
Christmas time. Of course, Mr. 20th Century furnace 
man is not bubbling over in the exuberance of his joy 
because the wise man has hit the popular taste in fur- 
naces so well, but I consider it closely bordering on 
the idiotic for him to emblazon this fact to all the 
world and its brother. For persons need not be extra 
shrewd to be able to read between the lines of this 
advertisement that this firm is being ground between 
the upper and nether mill stones of long-established 
and brand new competition.

All joints, whether on the inside or exterior are made 
absolutely tight. The non-clinker grate is a com- 
bination of shaking bars, ring and duplex and is easily 
get-at-able. The fire-pot is heavy and easily removed. 
The ash pit is exceptionally large and allows a big-pan. 

The bases, base doors and slides are surface-ground, 
drilled in jigs and made to fit within 1-1000 part-of an 
inch. 

The nickel work is as bright and luminous as silver, 
and each of the reflectors is a mirror. 

The dampers and check drafts are tightly fitted. 
They are few and simple, with nothing to break or get 
out of order, and the fire is always under absolute con- 
trol. A large air-flue, located between the descending 
and ascending flues, draws the cold air from the floor 
and as it passes up the flue it becomes highly heated 
and is delivered at the top of the stove, where it can be 
conducted to the upper rooms by pipe or allowed to 
escape at point of delivery.

ONLY A MINUTE. 

Your correspondent, in objecting to the length of time 
which is required for generating these stoves, overlooks the 
fact that 50 per cent of their heating capacity is available 
within one minute after lighting. It takes two or three min- 
utes to develop a full blue flame but the cooking utensil can 
be placed over the burner immediately after lighting. 

It is very doubtful whether a type of stove more desirable 
than this for burning kerosene oil will ever be invented. 
Many of the keenest minds in the inventive world have 
worked on this problem and all have found the same condi- 
tions to meet. 

VAPORIZATION OF KEROSENE AND GASOLENE. 

Kerosene can only be converted into vapor at a high tem- 
perature and this high temperature must be maintained or 
the vapor will partially condense and the combustion will be 
very poor. This characteristic makes it impossible to convey 
kerosene gas through a pipe to the point of combustion or to 
utilize it in the ordinary type of gas burner. Gasolene, on 
the other hand, becomes a highly explosive gas when only 
moderately warmed and the problem of generating it is, con- 
sequently, one of the greatest simplicity.

“For four or five years, the sale of these Kutely Kulled 
files grows and then one day bright and early the Persimmons 
Co. say to the Red Ruby File Co.’s man: ‘Our customers 
don’t know anything about the Red Ruby goods any more 
as we have educated them to buy our Kutely Kulled line. 
Consequently, we are not so very particular whether we buy 
these goods from you or from somebody else. If you are 
going to sell them to us any more, you will have to give us 
a better price than you have been giving us, say 10 per cent 
off. The representative of the manufacturer says: ‘But I 
cannot give you that price and maintain the high quality which 
we have always maintained for our goods.

“This private brand business is one that should receive 
thorough attention at the Atlantic City conventions. They 
are masks that enable jobbers to palm off inferior goods. 
Now I personally know that one of these jobbers who has 
been the loudest in stirring up this catalogue house muss and 
in posing as one of the spotless ray serene reformers in the 
hardware trade is a positive detriment to the trade. He han- 
dles goods of leading manufacturers under his ZZZ brand and 
ill the time he is going to some outside manufacturer asking 
him to sell him a good imitation of these goods 5 per cent 
off. 

“The reputable manufacturer is then asked to meet this 
price or he loses the business. So it goes. Five off to-day. 
Five off next week until the quitting point is reached. Most 
manufacturers who have had dealings with this jobbing skunk 
have, I am glad to say, had the independence to reach the 
quitting point when his first proposition was made. It is too 
bad trade conditions are such that the manufacturers cannot 
turn down private brands.”

COOKING AND HEATING WITH ACETYLENE: IT 
IS PRACTICAL. 


By J. K. Rush, Canandaigua, N. Y. Read before the recent 
convention of the International Acetylene Association. 
AN ERRONEOUS IDEA. 

There seems to be a general impression that acetylene is 
useful only for light. Why such an erroneous idea should 
have gained ground it is almost impossible to determine. 

It is an actual fact that nine out of every ten people 
that we may approach to-day, if the statement that acetylene 
is desirable for cooking and heating purposes is made, they 
will stare in utter amazement and will say they were under 
the impression that there was no heat to acetylene. 

One of the best features of acetylene as an illuminant 
is the fact that there is but very little heat thrown out in the 
room where the gas is used for lighting, and it is right here 
that many people form the wrong opinion with regard to 
acetylene. They do not seem to understand that when the 
gas is used for lighting purposes that a comparatively small 
quantity of oxygen is used therewith in the open burner, and 
that it really contains wonderful heating qualities when mixed 
with the proper proportion of oxygen. 





QUANTITY OF OXYGEN VARIES. 
The exact quantity of oxygen used to produce perfect 


combustion varies somewhat according to the construction of 
the burner and the pressure of the gas at the burner. Author- 
ities differ slightly as to the exact amount of oxygen re- 
quired to produce the best results in a bunsen flame. 

One of the greatest drawbacks in the construction of 
acetylene heating and cooking apparatus has been the fact 
that acetylene 1s so rich in carbon that it is next to impossible 
to blend the oxygen with the acetylene to bring about the 
results desired. 

GAS RANGE SUPERIOR TO COAL STOVE. 

The success which has been attained by those engaged 
in the manufacture of heating and cooking appliances for 
acetylene has only been brought about by their untiring perse- 
verence to bring about a burner properly constructed for the 
work, and at the present time there are at least two concerns 
in the U. S. who have solved the problem of heating and cook- 
ing with acetylene, and are successfully producing appliances 
such as open hot plates, cake griddles, laundry burners, tailor- 
ing irons, and finally, a complete gas range, one of which has 
been in actual use in the home of the writer for a long time, 
having used the gas upwards of two years for heating and 
cocking purposes, and at the present time we would rather 
part with the coal stove than our gas range if we had to 
dispose of either. 


— 


OVEN WORKS WELL. 

The oven does its work to perfection. The heat is under 
absolute control at all times. It does its work quickly without 
smoke or odor either in the stove or culinary department. 

The writer has gone so far as to install in a Southern 
home a plant from which acetylene furnishes everything in 
the line of heat, light and general fuel purposes. 

In this instance a large acetylene range was installed in 
the kitchen. The 30-gallon hot water tank is heated with 
acetylene, while various other heating and cooking appliances 
are distributed throughout the house and there is actually 
nothing in the line of wood or coal heating appliances in the 
home. 

ACETYLENE IS PRACTICAL. 

It would be very hard indeed to convince any one who 
has put acetylene to these uses of the fact that acetylene was 
not practical for cooking purposes. It is simply ignorance 
on the part of those who make these statements, and we in- 
variably find that they are only too glad to know that they 
are mistaken in this matter. 

The writer of this paper wishes to deal with the prac- 
tical end of the work and leave out the technical points, so 
far as the construction of burners, etc., is concerned. 

It really would be very amusing to be present and over- 
hear the conversation which might take place if any one who 
did not know that acetylene was such an excellent commodity 
when considered for cooking purposes, should endeavor to 
argue that point with some of the dear housekeepers that the 
writer has in mind, who are simply enthusiastic over their 
acetylene range and heating devices. 

The old adage is, “The proof of the pudding is the eating 
thereof,” and one invariably believes in that which he sees 
with his own eyes. 

LADIES SCORE A VICTORY. 

It is safe to say that these ladies who have used acetylene 
in their gas ranges would at once prove their side of the 
question by trotting out biscuits, bread and cake with that 
beautiful crisp brown tint which is absolutely impossible to be 
obtained excepting in an oven in which it is possible to 
produce the proper amount of heat at the right time, and 
ask the dear fellow who tried to prove to them that acetylene 
was not practical for cooking purposes to sample the goods 
and see if he would not change his mind on this subject. 

The writer will bank on it that the ladies would score 
a victory for their acetylene range. 

COST OF ACETYLENE. 

In answer to the question as to the cost of acetylene for 
cooking purposes, the writer thought it well at this time 
to simply cite a testimonial given by Mr. Eugene Tucker, 
secretary and treasurer of the Forest Hill Acetylene Lighting 
& Heating Co., of Forest Hill, Md. This testimonial was ad- 
dressed to our company and reads as follows: 

“Gentlemen: In reply to your inquiry as to the cost of 
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using acetylene for cooking purposes, will say that in our 
family of three we depend entirely on our acetylene range 
to do all of our cooking. The price of the gas to us is $1.25 
per hundred. The books of our company show that for the 
last year the average expense to us, including gas for cook- 
ing and lighting purposes, is $4,50 per month. 
“Signed, Eucene Tucker, 
“Secretary and Treasurer.” 


COMPARISON OF ACETYLENE AND OTHER GASES. 


Many other similar testimonials of praise for acetylene 
for cooking could be cited, but this one is of particular value, 
inasmuch as it is based on accurate figures and given by a 
party who knew exactly what the expenses connected with 
the use of acetylene for cooking in his home amounted to, 
after having used it a year for the purposes above mentioned. 

By way of comparing acetylene with other gases, 1 will 
say that the best method is to ascertain how long it re- 
quires a given amount of gas to bring one gallon of water 
to a boiling point and the time required to do the work. Then 
compare the cost of the gases used. The following table 
shows the relative cost of acetylene for heating purposes as 
compared with coal gas and gasolene: 

Acetylene, 2% ft. per hour, boiled in 7 min. 

Coal gas, 15% ft. per hour, boiled in 8% min. 

Gasolene consuming one gallon per burner every 8 hours, 
7 minutes. 

Thus it will be seen that acetylene compares favorably 
with city gas at $1.25 per thousand and gasolene at 16 cents 
per gallon, figuring carbide at 5 cubic feét per pound. 

AN INTENSE PURPLISH HEAT. 

The heat produced by acetylene is very intense, is of a 
purplish hue, with a cone of greenish colored flame next to 
the orifice from which the gas is emitted. 

When applied through a blow pipe with air pressure used 
in connection with acetylene, it is possible to literally burn 
a hole through a piece of copper and perform many other 
feats which are absolutely impossible with any other gas, and, 
as a matter of fact, the intensity of the heat produced with 
acetylene can only be compared to that. of the electric arc 
for intensity, but acetylene is much more convenient. 

ACETYLENE IN LABORATORY WORK. 

Acetylene is now being successfully used for laboratory 
purposes by chemists for analytical work, in some instances 
on a large scale. One of the largest steel manufacturers in 
the United States uses acetylene for the purposes mentioned 
above, after having used other gases for this work, and they 
are delighted with acetylene. They claim that it is far 
superior to either natural gas or city gas, and the fact that 
they can get this intense heat free from smoke and foreign 
matters renders it especially valuable for this particular line 
of work. 

ACETYLENE IN SEASIDE COTTAGES. 

Acetylene has been found very valuable in many instances 
where installed in the cottages at the seaside, lake or moun- 
tain resorts by parties who go to these places for recreation 
and rest and do not desire to be bothered with the gathering 
of wood or hauling of coal to distant points for fuel pur- 
poses, and they find it very convenient when starting out on 
their vacation to take with them one or two cans of carbide, 
which in many instances would be sufficient to last an ordi- 
nary family during the season and would supply them with 
sufficient fuel for light and heat during their entire stay, 
thus giving them all the convenience and luxury in this 
respect that they enjoy in their homes in the city; or possibly 
they will take with them the generator as well as their trunk, 
for in most instances the generator of sufficient capacity 
for lighting an ordinary home is not cumbersome, and the 
one machine will serve both for the lighting of the home in 
winter and the lighting of the cottage at the lake or seaside 
in summer. 

A BEAUTIFUL LIGHT. 

The writer knows of several parties who have done this 
during the past summer, and some of the charming Tight 
effects produced along the shore of a beautiful mountain 
lake in front of a cottage can only be mentioned, as it is im- 
possible to describe them and do justice to the subject. 

It is simply delightful to view the lake shore in front 


of a cottage as it is lighted in many places with acetylene as 
supplied from the generator which furnishes light and heat 
for the cottage in the background. 

It is needless to say that any one so situated enjoys the 
luxury thus obtained, and it was really amusing to hear 
some of the remarks made by those who have not investi- 
gated the subject when they were describing the beautiful 
exhibit above mentioned. 


ACETYLENE IS A CHEAP LIGHT. 


One particular instance in mind is that of Mr. W. S. 
Strowger at Conesus Lake, N. Y. There were a great many 
people located along the lake enjoying the summer in this 
manner, who came from Rochester, N. Y., and various other 
points. Some of the remarks made dy the sightseers were 
as follows: “Well, I bank on it that it costs him a fine sum 
of money to put in an outfit that will produce light like 
that,” and they really imagined that it cost a great deal more 
to produce this light than it cost to light up the shore of 
the opposite side of the lake, where a great many kerosene 
lanterns of various colors were used. 

As a matter of fact, the acetylene display cost less money 
than the other, and produced a much prettier effect. The 
heating and cooking qualities of acetylene are .very highly 
appreciated by the party referred to. 

The writer is of the opinion that just as soon as those 
who are in a position to equip their homes with acetylene 
lighting and heating appliances, really know the intrinsic 
value of acetylene for these purposes that there are not enough 
generator manufacturers of standard machines in the U. S. 
to supply the demand. 

Imagine what a nucleus this would be to acetylene gen- 
erator manufacturers. Instead of instaliing small machines, 
the 100-light would invariably be installed where 35 and 50- 
light machines are being used at the present time. 

A FINE FIELD. 

As a matter of business, it behooves every manufacturer 
of acetylene generators to look into the subject of cooking 
and heating with acetylene. The writer knows of one gen- 
erator manufacturer who sold over $2,000 worth of cooking 
and heating appliances during the season of 1903, and he 
claims that during the season of 1904 the business done in this 
line will be almost double that of last year. 

As manufacturers of acetylene generators, we find that 
the fact that we can heat and cook with acetylene has been a 
great help to us in the sale of our generators, and we have 
yet to hear a complaint with regard to this part of the 
work. The increasing demand for all kinds of heating and 
cooking appliances for acetylene is the best evidence in the 
world that the problem of heating and cooking with acetylene 


has been solved.

STATE DEMURRAGE RULES. 


State Demurrage Rules is the title of a monograph 
by John B. Daish, president of the American Shippers’ 
Association. It is a compilation of the State Demur- 
rage Rules and a digest arranged in tabular form. 
There is no more important subject in the field of trans- 
portation than reciprocal demurrage or delayage as it 
is sometimes called. Some ten or fifteen states have 
statutes providing that the common carriers shall fur- 
nish adequate facilities, and an equally large number of 
states either by virtue of a statute or by virtue of au- 
thority given a state railroad commission. Provision 
is made for the supplying of cars within a definite 
length of time, for prompt placing, for notification, and 
in some instances for movement at a specified rate per 
day. The subject is one of deep interest and concern 
to the shipper, whether he be a dealer in commodities 
shipped in carloads or in package freight, for the rules 
apply generally to all classes. 

Many matters of interest have been placed in this 
little volume, and every busness man should carefully 
read it that he may know what is being done by the 
several states, and make a comparison with the condi- 
tions existing in his own territory.. The Grain Deal- 
ers’ Journal, Chicago, are the publishers.

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COPPER STILL PATTERN. 








Herewith is pattern for a copper still. First make 
a vessel something like this: 

Fig. 1 to be of any capacity to suit operator. 

C C represents outer vessel. A A, inner vessel. B, 
steam escape pipe. H is a tube through which to pour 
water into the outer vessel. G is a pipe soldered to 


A A and passes out through C C through which to 





draw off swill slop after it has been distilled. The 
inner vessel should not quite reach the bottom of the 
outer vessel. The neck where A A and C C join 
should be made something like a milk can neck and 
be soldered to each other. The steam pipe with its cap 
to fit down inside A A so flour dough may be '‘plas- 
tered around to prevent steam escaping. The inner 
vessel may be filled nearly full of whatever is to be 
distilled, and the outer about two-thirds full of water. 
Leave tube H partially open for steam to escape while 
water is boiling. 
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Fig. 2 is a vessel to hold cold water, D being the 
vessel, E the worm, F the outlet for the spirits to pass 
off while distilling. At the point where worm con- 
nects with steam pipe, B the connection must be steam 
proof and should any steam escape, put dough around 
to prevent the escape. I is a tube through which to 
draw water from D, which should be done often 
enough to keep it perfectly cold. Keep the vessel full 
at all time in order that the steam may all be con- 
densed. 

There should be at least ten feet of worm and more 
would not be any disadvantage.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The marked improvement, noted last week along all 
lines, still continues, and the local market manifests 
ircreased firmness. Pig iron is especially strong. 
Specifications on the more finished products are of 
good volume and denote increased activity. Orders 
received from railroads, implement makers and ship- 
builders are especially gratifying. The New York 
Central Railroad closed a contract for 3,000 new cars. 
Orders placed with locomotive builders during the 
week aggregate almost 150 engines. 

All Southern furnaces have advanced their products 
to a minimum of $10, Birmingham, for No. 2 foundry. 
One order for 5,000 tons of basic iron was closed by 
a Southern producer at $12, Birmingham. This is an 
advance of $2.50 a ton over previous quotations. Asa 
matter of fact, most Southern furnaces are out of the 
market entirely. Only a few scattered interests are 
selling at all, and these favor merely their older cus- 
tomers, with small contracts for immediate delivery. 

Northern irons were advanced about 50c per ton 
by most dealers for this year’s shipment, while 1905 de- 
liveries are held at a premium of from 75c to $1 per 
ton. Local iron can still be had at a lower figure, how- 
ever, and some dealers have made no advance over 
$13.75, Chicago. 

Lake Superior charcoal has risen again and is now 
quoted at from $15.25 to $15.50, Chicago. Malleable 
Bessemer is selling freely. Quotations are now fairly 
fixed at $14.00, Chicago. Foundry coke is stronger 
than a week ago and prices are gradually suffering. 
The withdrawal of the Frick output has equalized the 
demand and supply to a greater extent and the near 
approach of winter has increased the former element. 
Prices are without material change. Connellsville, 
standard, 72-hour grades, are from $1.90 to $2 at the 
ovens, or $4.55 to $4.65, Chicago. 





BILLETS. 

The local demand for forging billets has steadily 
increased for the last month until it is now of large 
proportions, In the last fortnight orders received from 
one concern alone have aggregated 5,000 tons and 
there is indication that even this large tonnage will not 
fulfill its needs. Prices are firm and without change.
